To  THE  Honorable  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
OF  Providence  : 

Gentlemen  :  The  Record  Commissioners  here- 
with present  a  further  report  of  the  work  done  by 
them  since  the  last  report  made  to  your  honorable 
body  : 

PROVIDENCE    TOWN    PAPERS. 

The  work  in  this  class  of  records  has  been  so  far 
advanced  that  it  may  be  said  to  be  practically  com- 
pleted although  from  time  to  time  accessions  are 
made  to  the  already  voluminous  collection  of  docu- 
ments relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  town. 

At  the  time  of  the  presentation  of  the  last  report 
all  the  documents  in  what  has  been  called  by  the 
Commissioners  the  third  series  and  comprising 
papers  up  to  the  year  1828  had  been  arranged  and 
classified  filling  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  vol- 
umes. Since  then  the  series  has  been  completed 
and  includes  the  followino^  volumes  covering  the 
years  1828,  1829,  1830,  1831,  1832:

Most  of  the  documents  included  between  the  years 
1642  and  1790  inclusive  have  been  indexed,  the 
index  to  them  being  a  part  of  the  Fourth  Report  of 
the  Record  Commissioners. 

In  order  to  complete  the  work  on  the  earliest  of 
the  documentary  possessions  of  the  City  the  Com- 
missioners have  caused  the  volumes  designated  by 
them  as  the  second  series  to  be  thoroughly  indexed 
and  this  index  accompanies  and  is  a  part  of  this 
report. 

The  documents  in  this  so  called  second  series  com- 
prise the  papers  that  were  temporarily  deposited  with 
the  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society  in  1845  and 
which  have  now  been  returned  to  the  City.  This 
class  of  documents  consists  of  1369  papers  being 
dated  from  1639  to  1823  and  are  arranged  in  five  vol- 
umes as  follows :

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The  index  to  this  series  presents  more  than  3500 
references  and  has  been  prepared  under  the  direction 
of  the  Commissioners  by  Nathan  M.  Wriglit  from 
material  furnished  by  Welcome  Arnold  Greene.  Mr. 
Greene's  long  experience  in  the  study  of  Rhode 
Island  history  and  institutions  and  of  ancient  manu- 
scripts has  peculiarly  fitted  him  for  the  work  of 
selecting  from  these  torn,  faded  and  half  legible 
papers  the  salient  points  contained  in  them. 

In  addition  to  the  donation  of  ancient  documents 
relatinsf  to  the  town  of  Providence  heretofore  made 
the  Commissioners  have  received  from  Samuel  An- 
thony Hazard,  Esquire,  of  this  city,  papers  formerly 
the  property  of  early  representatives  of  the  Fenner 
family,  which  papers  in  many  cases  refer  to  similar 
documents  that  were  donated  to  the  city  by  the  late 
William  Henry  Fenner  and  are  therefore  of  peculiar 
value  to  the  municipality.  There  have  also  been 
received  from  the  late  Mrs.  Harriet  S.  Humason  of 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  through  the  instrumentality  of  Lewis 
D.  Greene,  Lieutenant  Seventh  Infantry  U.  S.  A., 
twenty-five  ancient  papers  belonging  to  the  Sprague 
family  and  these  with  the  Fenner  papers  have  been 
arranged  in  volumes  with  other  papers  belonging  to 
the  town. 

MAPS  AND  PLANS  OF  PROVIDENCE. 

In  1823  Daniel  Anthony,  a  surveyor  of  much  skill 
and  experience,  who  twenty  years  previous  had  made 
the  first  complete  map  of  the  town,  issued  a  Map  of 
the  Town  of  Providence  from  actual  surveys, 
elegantly  engraved  on  copper  plates.     Mr.  Anthony 
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sold  and  conveyed  both  the  copyright  and  the  plates 
of  that  map  to  the  Town  of  Providence  on  April  24, 
1824,  since  which  time  the  plates  have  been  stored 
away  among  the  city's  possessions,  while  the  papers 
relating  to  this  interesting  transaction  are  on  file  in 
the  ofifice  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

So  scarce  had  prints  from  these  plates  become  and 
so  much  sought  after  were  they  on  account  of  the 
importance  of  their  subject  matter  that  the  Commis- 
sioners have  had  copies  of  this  ancient  map  struck  off 
and  inserted  in  this  report.  So  valuable  are  maps  of 
like  character  in  determining  the  location  of  ancient 
boundaries,  and  so  strikingly  do  they  furnish  illustra- 
tion of  the  growth  of  the  town  or  city,  that,  inasmuch 
as  no  such  compilation  has  ever  been  made  so  far  as 
the  Commissioners  are  aware,  they  have  caused  the 
following  list  of  the  various  maps  of  the  town  and 
city  that  have  been  printed,  to  be  prepared.  This  list 
contains  only  such  as  have  been  separately  printed  or 
are  contained  in  official  or  semi-official  publications 
and  has  been  prepared  through  the  courtesy  of  Otis 
F.  Clapp,  Esq.,  City  Engineer.

One  of  these  maps  is  on 
file  in  the  City  Engineer's  Office.  The  original  cop- 
per plate  of  this  map  is  the  property  of  the  city. 

An  Atlas,  on  file  in  the  City  Clerk's  office,  in  16 
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sheets,  each  sheet  19"  x  23",  drawn  on  a  scale  of  100 
feet  per  inch,  has  printed  on  the  outside  cover  this 
title  :  "  Plat  of  the  Town  of  Providence  1823."  The 
report  presented  with  this  atlas  is  as  follows:  "At  a 
town  meeting  of  the  freemen  of  the  Town  of  Provi- 
dence legally  warned  and  assembled  at  the  town 
house  on  Wednesday,  the  i6th  day  of  April,  1823, 
this  atlas  was  presented  in  open  town  meeting  with 
the  report  as  follows  :  Report  is  made  to  this  meet- 
ing and  is  as  follows :  The  undersigned,  a  committee 
to  cause  a  plat  to  be  draughted  of  the  public  streets 
and  gangways  of  the  Town  of  Providence,  respect- 
fully report  that  they  have  employed  Mr.  Daniel 
Anthony  to  survey  said  streets  and  to  delineate  a  plat 
thereof  which  they  believe  from  his  long  experience 
and  practice  as  a  surveyor  in  the  business  of  the  town 
he  has  executed  with  accuracy  and  correctness.  The 
committee  also  caused  to  be  transcribed  an  alphabet- 
ical list  of  the  streets  with  an  index  to  the  records  of 
the  layout  and  other  doings  touching  said  streets 
all  which  is  respectfully  submitted  by  Zachariah 
Allen,  Thomas  Burgess,  Comt." 

It  is  probable  that  this  atlas  furnished  the  mate- 
rials for  the  map  of  the  town  of  the  same  date  previ- 
ously referred  to.

One  of 
these  maps  is  on  file  in  the  Rhode  Island  Historical 
Society. 

"  A  map  of  the  Gity  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island. 
From  surveys  under  the  direction  of  H.  F.  Walling 
1857."  Scale  350  feet  per  inch.  Size  58"  x  62".  This 
is  a  large  wall  map  showing  all  streets  and  buildings 
in  Providence  and  in  portions  of  North  Providence, 
East  Providence,  and  Johnston. 

On  Feb.  10,  1869,  at  the  request  of  Sampson, 
Davenport  &  Go.,  directory  publishers,  the  Gity  of 
Providence  appropriated  four  hundred  dollars  toward 
defraying  the  expense  of  a  new  copper  plate  map  of 
the  Gity  of  Providence.  Part  of  this  sum  was  for 
the  services  of  the  Gity  Engineer  and  the  remainder 
for  the  purchase  of  three  hundred  copies  of  the  com- 
pleted map.  Walling's  large  wall  map  of  1857  was 
then  reduced  by  photography  and  corrected  and 
maps  of  school  districts  numbered  four  and  ten  of 
the  Town  of  Granston,  then  recentlv  annexed  to  the 
Gity  of  Providence,  were  changed  to  the  same  scale 
and  the  whole  combined  in  one  map  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Gity  Engineer.  The  completed  map  bore 
the  following  title :  "  Map  of  the  Gity  of  Providence, 
Rhode  Island.  Prepared  under  the  direction  of  G. 
E.  Paine,  Gity  Engineer,  1869."  Scale  1000  feet  per 
inch.    Size  23"  x  28".  Since  1869  this  map,  corrected 
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and  enlarged  from  time  to  time  and  under  a  modified 
title,  has  been  published  annually  with  the  city  direc- 
tory. Original  is  on  file  in  the  City  Engineer's 
Office.

This  atlas  in  four  hundred  twenty  pages  contains 
the  most  complete  maps  of  Providence  ever  pub- 
lished. Buildings,  street  numbers,  owners'  names, 
lot  numbers,  areas,  &c.,  are  generally  shown  on  each 
lot.  Scale  of  maps  from  80  to  240  feet  per  inch.  Size 
17"  X  26".  An  index  map  of  the  City  of  Providence 
drawn  on  a  scale  of  1400  feet  per  inch  is  furnished 
on  page  eight.    On  file  in  City  Engineer's  Office. 
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A  map  accompanying  an  "  Illustrated  Handbook 
of  Providence  by  J.C.Thompson  1876"  bears  the 
following  title  :  "  New  map  of  the  City  of  Provi- 
dence compiled  from  the  latest  official  authorities 
published  by  J.  C.  Thompson  1875."

&  Richards,  Philadelphia,  1895." 
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This  atlas  contains  forty-seven  double  page  maps 
in  colors  of  the  cities  and  towns  in  Providence 
County.  Size  i6"  x  22".  Scale  of  sheets  showing 
City  of  Providence  200  and  300  feet  per  inch.  An 
index  map  of  the  City  of  Providence  and  adjacent 
territory  on  a  scale  of  2000  feet  per  inch  accompa- 
nies this  atlas.  Now  on  file  in  the  City  Engineer's 
Office. 

PRINTING. 

The  work  of  printing  the  early  records  of  the 
Town  of  Providence  has  been  continued  in  accord- 
ance with  the  plan  first  laid  out  by  the  Commission- 
ers. Soon  after  their  appointment  they  made  a  care- 
ful examination  of  the  various  books  of  records  and 
outlined  a  policy  of  proceedure  which  should  be  fol- 
lowed in  the  event  that  the  City  Council  should  from 
time  to  time  make  provision  for  the  purpose.  The 
generous  appropriations  made  have  enabled  them  to 
put  in  print  the  earliest  books  of  the  town  council 
and  the  town  meetinsfs. 

The  first  books  to  which  the  Commissioners 
devoted  their  attention  are  four  in  number  and  are 
in  the  custody  of  the  Recorder  of  Deeds.  These 
books  are  the  earliest  now  extant  used  for  recording 
the  various  town  proceedings  and  when  used  no  sys- 
tematic method  of  keeping  records  had  been  inaugu- 
rated. 

No  attempt  at  classification  of  records  was  made 
for  many  years  and  the  books  were  designated  with 
names  suggested  by  their  shape  or  other  character- 
istics. There  was  "  the  Long  old  Booke  with  parch- 
ment cover,"  "  the  old  Burnt  Booke,"  and  "  the  Booke

with  Brass  Clasps."  This  latter  book  when  repaired 
and  rebound  some  years  ago  was  made  into  two  vol- 
umes. These  four  books  brought  the  records  of  the 
town  up  to  about  the  year  1692. 

Since  the  founding  of  the  State  up  to  the  present 
time  Town  Councils  have  exercised  the  powders  of 
Probate  Courts.' 

The  records  of  the  town  council  therefore  contain 
all  the  probate  proceedings,  and  as  the  first  will  book 
contained  such  town  council  records  as  well  as  the 
earliest  wills  and  other  matters  relating  to  estates,  it 
was  thought  best  to  print  that  volume  especially  as  a 
transcript  of  it  had  already  been  made,  the  expense 
of  copying  it  was  saved. 

This  when  completed  made  two  printed  volumes. 
Beginning  with  the  year  1692  the  records  of  both  the 
town  meeting  and  the  town  council  were  kept  in  sep- 
arate books  and  these  records  the  Commissioners 
have  caused  to  be  printed  up  to  a  period  where  their 
chronological  sequence  is  unbroken. 

Having  reached  this  point  the  Commissioners 
have  deemed  it  advisable  to  direct  their  attention  to 
the  preservation  in  print  of  the  earliest  books  of  land 
evidence  or  as  they  are  commonly  called,  "  Deed 
Books,"  in  the  custody  of  the  Recorder  of  Deeds. 
On  the  records  contained  in  these  volumes  depend 
the  foundation  title  to  all  the  lands  in  Providence 
and  in  fact  to  a  large  part  of  the  territory  in  northern 
Rhode  Island. 

Two  centuries  wear  and   tear  have   already  shown 


1  In  cities  and  in  some  towns  this  custom  has  been  done  away  with  and  Judges  of 
Probate  are  regularly  elected.  In  Providence  the  Municipal  Court  exercising  probate 
jurisdiction  was  organized  when  the  town  became  a  city. 
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their  effect  upon  these  volumes  and  unless  some 
attention  is  paid  to  them  at  once  they  will  become  so 
worn  and  mutilated  as  greatly  to  impair  their  value. 
The  Commissioners  have  therefore  had  the  first 
Deed  Book,  so  called,  copied  for  printers  use  and 
propose  to  put  this  in  print  next.  The  importance  of 
preserving  such  records  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the 
City  of  Boston  has  caused  to  be  printed  in  the  most 
complete  manner  the  six  earliest  deed  books  of  Suf- 
folk County,  Massachusetts. 

On  account  of  the  material  contained  in  these 
books  it  has  seemed  to  the  Commissioners  desirable 
to  depart  somewhat  from  the  style  in  which  the  pre- 
ceding volumes  of  the  early  records  have  been 
printed. 

Since  the  presentation  of  the  last  report  of  this 
Commission  death  has  removed  our  associate,  George 
Moulton  Carpenter,  who  died  at  Katwijk-aan-Zee 
July  31,  1896. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  held  on  the 
first  day  of  August,  1896,  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution  were  adopted  and  ordered  spread  upon  the 
records  of  the  Commission  : 

"  Whereas  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God  to  remove 
from  this  life  George  Moulton  Carpenter,  one  of  the 
Record  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Providence, 
whose  death  occurred  at  Katwijk-aan-Zee,  Holland, 
July  31,  1896: — Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Judge 
Carpenter  his  associates  recognize  the  great  loss 
which  this  Commission  has  sustained  and  desire  to 
place  upon  record  their  appreciation  of  his  services 
and  worth  and   their  sorrow  at  his   untimely  demise. 
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For  more  than  five  years,  during  the  life  of  this  Com- 
mission, the  relations  between  the  Commissioners 
and  their  late  associate  have  been  of  such  a  charac- 
ter that  its  harmony  has  never  been  broken  and  so 
cordial,  friendly,  and  intimate  have  been  their  asso- 
ciation that  their  hours  of  labor  have  been  hours  of 
pleasure.  The  enthusiasm  of  our  late  associate  for 
the  work  was  intense,  and  his  promptness  in  response 
to  calls  for  his  time  and  service,  often  at  great  per- 
sonal sacrifice,  was  characteristic  of  the  interest  and 
zeal  which  he  ever  displayed. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Judge  Carpenter 
the  Commission  has  been  deprived  of  an  earnest, 
zealous,  and  sympathetic  member — a  member  who 
has  borne  his  full  share  in  the  work  and  who  by  his 
happy  disposition  has  made  light   the  hours  of  labor. 

Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon 
the  Records  of  the  Commissioners. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Commissioners  prepared  a 
brief  biographical  memorial  of  Judge  Carpenter 
which  with  a  portrait  was  presented  with  the  eleventh 
volume  of  the  Early  Records  of  the  Town  of  Provi- 
dence. 

PROVIDENCE    TAX    ASSESSMENT    LISTS. 

Among  the  ancient  records  belonging  to  the  city 
are  many  of  the  tax  assessment  lists  although  nothing 
like  a  complete  collection  now  remains.  In  early 
times  it  was  the  habit  of  retiring  town  officials  to 
retain  in  their  own  possession  such  papers  as  had 
accumulated  during  their  terms  of  office  and 
especially  such  as  related   to  matter  that  had   been 
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finally  disposed  of.  Many  of  these,  doubtless,  have 
been  destroyed,  it  being  considered  that  they  were  of 
no  further  use  or  importance.

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Introduction  to  the  Index. 


The  index  here  presented,  while  seeming  to  the  casual  reader  to  be 
simply  an  outline  of  some  1369  miscellaneous  papers  among  the  docu- 
mentary possessions  of  the  City  of  Providence,  will  prove,  upon  exami- 
nation, to  be  a  very  complete  explanation  of  the  contents  of  the  papers 
mentioned. 

The  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  periods  are  particularly  referred  to  in 
these  manuscripts,  but  a  few  bear  date  as  late  as  the  first  quarter  of  the 
nineteenth  century. 

Though  each  document  by  itself  may  at  first  glance  seem  fragmentary, 
yet  a  careful  study  of  this  index  as  a  whole,  will  satisfy  any  one  familiar 
with  such  material  that  here  may  be  found  basic  data  for  a  history  of 
Providence  Plantations  and  the  other  early  settlements  composing  what 
is  now  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  Taken  in  connection  with  data  already 
before  the  public  the  records  outlined  in  the  following  pages  will  prove 
an  important  addition  to  the  records  of  the  town  of  Providence,  and  are 
worthy  of  most  careful  preservation. 

The  1369  manuscripts  here  enumerated  have  been  classified  and 
arranged  chronologically  in  five  volumes,  and  to  prevent  confusion  with 
other  indexed  papers  each  of  .these  has  the  character  o  prefixed  to  its 
number.

Nearly  two  centuries,  it  will  be  observed,  are  covered  by  the  manuscripts 
embraced  in  this  index,  which,  in  round  numbers,  contains  about  600 
leading  titles  and  5,000  sub-references.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Com- 
missioners to  bring  out  as  completely  as  possible  the  features  of  the  doc- 
uments enumerated,  so  if  a  single  reference  fails  to  make  clear  the  pur- 
port of  any  of  these  manuscripts,  the  reader  will  find  cross-references 
that  will.

Manj  of  the  leading  titles  in  this  index  have  been  selected  because  of 
their  appearance  in  other  indexes  prepared  by  the  Commissioners,  not- 
ably that  in  the  Fourth  Report,  and  those  in  the  volumes  of  Early  Rec- 
ords now  in  type. 

It  will  be  noticeable  that  there  are  many  persons  and  places  mentioned, 
some  with  names  of  English  origin,  others  illustrating  Indian  nomencla- 
ture. There  are  references  to  Courts  and  their  officials,  to  the  towns  and 
their  public  servants,  to  land  claims  and  claimants,  to  the  allotments  in 
the  town  of  Providence,  to  the  "  Purchasers  and  Proprietors  "  of  Meshan- 
tatuck,  Pawtuxet,  Providence,  and  Westconnaug.  Reference  is  made  to 
the  war  with  King  Philip  and  the  burning  of  Providence,  the  Pequot 
War,  the  Dutch  and  Indian  War,  and  the  war  with  Great  Britain. 

Copies  of  laws  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  appear  among  these 
documents,  and  are  referred  to  under  "  Bulk  of  Laws." 

The  "  List  of  Titles"  which  follows  this  introduction  will  prove  use- 
ful as  a  brief  summary  of  what  the  index  contains. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  certain  features  of  nomenclature  and 
arrangement  which  will  prevent  any  misunderstanding  and  may  prove  of 
advantage. 

So  far  as  consistent  with  clearness  all  adjectives  have  been  avoided  in 
the  leading  titles. 

Under  the  title  "Assistant"  maybe  found  the  names  of  twenty-nine 
persons  arranged  alphabetically,  without  respect  to  chronology,  and  with 
numerous  references  to  their  official  services. 

Many  family  nafnes  are  spelled  in  a  great  variety  of  ways  in  the  manu- 
scripts here  indexed,  for  example:  Abbott,  Balcom,  Bailey,  Clemence, 
Dyer,  Edmonds,  Gereardy,  Harding,  Hearnden,  Holden,  Holliman, 
Inman,  Lippitt,  Olney,  Patey,  Reape,  Throckmorton,  Tyler,  Verin, 
Westcott,  and  Wright.  As  uniformity  seemed  preferable  in  an  index  of 
this  character,  names  of  early  families  have  been  spelled  herein  in  accord- 
ance with  the  usage  in  Austin's  Genealogical  Dictionary  of  Rhode  Island. 

Names  of  places  now  recognized  in  Rhode  Island  have  been  spelled  in 
this  index  in  accordance  with  the  nomenclature  adopted  by  the  Commis- 
sioners who  prepared  the  Topographical  Map  of  the  State  in  1891  in 
cooperation  with  the  United  States  Geological  Survey.  In  this  category 
may  be  mentioned  Louisquisset,  Neutaconkanut,  Mashapaug,  Westcon- 
naug, Wionkhiege,  and  Woonasquatucket.  There  are  numerous  ways  of 
spelling  Louisquisset  in  the  Records,  and  as  a  matter  of  curiosity  it  may 
be  noted  that  in  the  few  documents  mentioned  under  this  title  this  word 
is  spelled  in  no  less  than  ten  different  ways,  viz. :  Loquasqussuck, 
Locusquessett,  Loquessoett,  Loquassqusock,  Loakesquissit,  Loquass- 
quisck,  Loquasset,  Loksquesut,  I.,oqisett,  Loquassqussuck.  Indian  names 
not  included  in  the  Topographical  Map  above  referred  to  that  occur  vari- 
ously, have  been  spelled  in  accordance  with  the  most  frequent  usage,  as 
shown  in  the  first  ten  volumes  of  the  Early  Records  of  the  Town  of 
Pi'ovidence. 

Under  the  title  "Constable"  appear  thirty-seven  names  alphabetically 
arranged  without  reference  to  chronology.     In  most  instances,  however, 
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wliere  the  number  of  individual  names  under  a  Iieading  are  few,  they 
liave  been  arranged  alphabetically  under  each  year.  In  practically  every 
instance,  except  those  cited,  sub-titles  are  arranged  in  chronological 
order.     See  Estate,  General  Assembly,  Highway,  Surveyors,  Jurors,  Etc. 

Natural  features  are  grouped  under  such  headings  as  Bay,  Brook,  Cove, 
Falls,  Field,  Ford,  Hill,  Meadow,  Neck,  Plain,  Point,  Pond,  River, 
Swamp,  and  Valley.  Under  Bridges  may  be  found  the  names  of  fourteen 
bridges;  under  Brooks  twelve  brooks  are  mentioned.  The  word  "Lot" 
has  sub-references  to  "Forty-foot  lots,"  "Home  lot,"  "Jail  lot," 
"Warehouse  lot,"  and  "Water  lot." 

There  are  documents,  too,  bearing  on  boundary  questions.  Some  refer 
to  troubles  with  the  neighboring  colonies,  and  others  to  arrangements 
between  towns  within  the  Colony  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plan- 
tations. 

Under  the  title  "Memorandum"  are  some  miscellaneous  references. 
Where  memoranda  are  known  to  refer  to  any  other  particular  title  of  the 
index  they  have  been  placed  under  that  title,  but  the  memoranda  given 
under  this  title  are  such  as  cannot  be  so  placed. 

One  of  the  serious  results  of  King  Philip's  War  was  the  destruction 
of  many  oflicial  documents  belonging  to  the  town  of  Providence,  so  that 
titles  to  estates  were  thus  left  in  obscurity.  This  fact  is  well  illustrated 
in  document  0676,  referred  to  under  Lot,  Meadow,  Throckmorton,  Wright, 
and  other  titles.  It  details  the  results  of  an  investigation  made  in  the 
year  1709,  concerning  the  ownership  of  lands  originally  allotted  to  John 
Throckmorton,  proving  very  conclusively  that  the  land  records  of  Provi- 
dence in  that  year  were  deficient  in  many  particulars,  and  also  showing 
in  what  manner  the  truth  was  arrived  at  in  this  instance.  After  reciting 
the  statements  in  the  records  the  report  continues  as  follows  :  "  But  now 
having  done  with  what  I  can  yet  find  by  ye  records  I  shall  mind  some- 
thing as  to  what  fame  reports  as  concerning  Mr.  Throckmorton's  right  of 
lands,  the  which  is  also  well  known  and  hath  by  ye  Antcient  neighbours 
been  well  known  as  well  as  the  report  of  only  fame,  that  Mr.  Throck- 
morton had  a  house  lott  being  5  acres  which  Sam  :  Wright  dwells  on  and 
one  share  of  salt  meadow  near  to  Waybossett,  and  two  pieces  of  salt 
marsh  more  for  another  share  of  meadow.  The  one  piece  lieing  upon 
Wanasquatucket  River  and  the  other  piece  adjoined  to  Mr.  Williams  his 
meaddow,  which  sd  two  pieces  both  made  one  share  the  which  said  lot 
and  meaddow  Henry  Wright  bought.  There  is  also  20  acres  of  land  which 
Sam:  Wrigiit  sold  unto  Mr  Crwfrd  which  was  also  Mr  Throckmortons, 
otherwise  Sam  :  Wright  could  not  have  had  it  to  have  sold.  There  is 
also  a  house  lott  which  was  Edward  Copes  on  which  William  Austin 
sometimes  dwelt:  there  is  also  one  share  of  meaddow  upon  the  north 
side  of  Moshassuck  River  by  Dexter's  bridge,"  etc. 

Under  the  title  Officer  are  a  number  of  general  references.  To  get 
a  more  specific  idea  of  the  doings  of  special  officers  consult  the  respective 
titles.  Eight  "Points"  are  mentioned  as  follows  :  Cowpen,  Fields,  Fox, 
Great,   Greene's,    India,    Sassafras,   and    Weybosset.      Under    "  Pond  " 
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there  are  fourteen  mentioned,  viz.  :  Benedict,  Cranberry,  Eddy's,  Flag, 
Great,  Little,  Long,  Mashapaug,  Moswansicut,  Mushasacutt,  Punhun- 
gansett,  Small,  Stow,  and  Tongue. 

There  are  references  in  the  index  to  the  location  of  the  "Beacon" 
during  the  Revolution,  to  the  rules  of  the  Fire  department,  to  the  Fifty- 
acre  division  of  land,  to  Allotments  west  of  the  Seven  Mile  Line,  to  the 
"  Inman  Purchase  "  and  many  others  of  like  character. 

"Legal  Proceedings"  is  a  title  that  covers  many  happenings  in  the 
Colony  and  it  is  sub-divided  into  proceedings  in  the  several  courts. 
There  are  references  under  it  to  the  County  Court  at  Boston,  the  Court 
of  Royal  Commissioners,  Court  of  Justices,  Court  of  Magistrates,  Gen- 
eral Court  of  Trials,  Town  Court  of  Trials,  Court  of  Three  Men  chosen 
by  the  town  to  end  small  differences,  proceedings  before  justices  of  the 
peace,  pi-actise  and  pleadings,  and  miscellaneous  proceedings.  This  is 
one  of  the  most  extensive  as  well  as  one  of  the  most  important  titles  in 
the  index,  and  will  be  found  of  great  interest,  as  it  illustrates  the  difficul- 
ties that  the  colonists  had  among  themselves,  with  the  Indians,  and  with 
their  neighbors.  The  names  of  some  of  the  judges  and  other  court  offi- 
cers, as  well  as  the  parties  to  the  suits  and  the  important  witnesses, 
sometimes  appear. 

Pawtuxet  figured  prominently  in  the  early  historj'  of  the  State  and 
there  are  many  references  to  its  purchase,  its  bounds,  and  its  proprietors. 

Under  the  title  "Proprietors  of  Grand  Purchase  of  Providence"  are 
mentioned  by  name  many  of  the  early  owners  of  the  Plantation,  and  ref- 
erences are  made  to  the  requests  for  land,  the  several  grants  of  land, 
claims,  agreements,  appointments  of  committees  to  negotiate  settlements, 
and  the  reports  of  committees.  There  are  also  interesting  references  to 
the  "Proprietors  of  Common  Lands  of  Providence"  both  to  the  east 
and  west  of  the  Seven-Mile  Line. 

Undoubtedly  the  manner  of  giving  the  fullest  knowledge  of  the  papers 
in  the  possession  of  the  city  would  be  to  print  them  in  extenso,  but,  as 
they  are  so  numerous,  the  expense  of  putting  them  all  in  type  would  be 
large,  and  the  time  required  to  do  so  would  be  great.  In  order,  therefore, 
to  make  them  as  reasonably  and  immediately  accessible,  as  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  seem  to  admit,  the  indexes  accompanying  the  Com- 
missioners' Fourth  Report  and  their  present  Report,  have  been  prepared, 
by  the  use  of  which  the  seeker  for  information  can  learn  the  general  char- 
acter of  the  papers,  and  thus  be  guided  to  any  particular  manuscript 
shedding  light  upon  the  subject  engaging  his  attention.  The  practical 
value  of  these  papers  to  the  city  from  a  pecuniary  standpoint  alone,  since 
they  have  been  arranged  and  rendered  accessible  by  the  Commissioners, 
has  been  abundantly  proved,  so  that  the  wisdom  of  supplying,  measur- 
ably at  least,  a  key  to  their  contents  in  the  form  of  an  index  has  beer 
convincingly  demonstrated.
